Such requirements should be co¬ 
ordinated and forwarded through the local associations.

Bhavan, King Edward Road, New Delhi and should be submitted so as 
to reach him by I2th March, 1958. It may also be indicated whether the 
association would be in a position to undertake the distribution of any 
non-ferrous virgin metals that may be allocated to them.
